THE COUNT. 
WORK OF THE CONSPIRATORS. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Wasutneron, D. C., Feb. 20.—Moving steadi- 
ly forward, the Republicans in Congress have 
to-day made some alphabetical progress towards 
the inevitable declaration that Rutherford B. 
Hayes is President-elect, while the Tilden con- 
spirators have been sigually rebuked by their 
own political associates. These conspirators 
have not only indulged in rude and random de- 
nunciation of the Commission, but they have 
held up the Judges on it, who are. in the majori- 
ty, as corrupt tricksters, recreant to every 
principle of hqnor, integrity, or patriotism. Even 
those eonspirators who advocated the creation 
of the Commission by their voices and by their 
votes have transcended all bounds of legislative 
decency in their insolent abuse, and they bave 
also undertaken to stop the workings of the 
Cangressional machinery by factious legislation, 
the avowed object being to defeat the will of 
the American people by preventing the inau- 
guration of Hayes and carrying the contest 
into the House of Representatives. Fortunate- 
ly for the country, a large and respectabie por- 
tion of the Democratic party 

REFUSE TO OBEY TILDEN’S ORDERS 

as promulgated by his henchmen, and will not 
join the conspirators in their outrageous at- 
tempt to prevent an election of Presi- 
dent by the people, an attempt which 
is a treason against all that is 
honorable.

The Senate was prepared to 
proceed to-night until Oregon was reached, but 
when word was received that the House had 
taken a recess until to-morrow morning, the 
Senate followed suit.

IN THE HOUSE. 

THE LOUISIANA DECISION. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. W.— The House 
met at 10 oelock, and half an hour was con- 
sumed calling the roll to ascertain if there was 
a ouorum present. That fact having been as- 
certained, the regular business of the day was 
introduced by Mr. Gibson offering an order that 
the Hayes Electoral votes for Louisana be not 


counted. 

Mr. Hurlbut moved to amend by striking out 
the word not.“ 

The discussion was opened by Mr. New, who 
said that he had voted for the Electoral Com- 
mission bill without hesitation or misgiving, and 
he was not ashamed of the support which he had 
given to that measure. He accepted without 
qualification his humble share of responsibility. 
He would vote to sustain the objections to the 
decision of the Commission. He was in favor 
of proceeding without unnecessary delay to the 
completion of the count. 

LITTLE CHOICE. 

Mr. Seelye said that in the case of the Louisi- 
ana election, the corruption on one side seemed 
as heinous as the cruelty on the other side was 
horrible. He found it quite impossible to say 
which of the two sets of Electors from Louisiana 
voiced the true will of the people of that State. 
It would have been hard to tind wiser and more 
candid men than those who had pronounced the 
decision of the Electoral Commission. He ap- 
preciated the strength of their position. Con- 
gress could not be too jealous of the constitu- 
tional right of the State to choose its Electors. 

Mr. Jovce declared that the whole scheme of 
the clection tothe Presidency of the grand 
fraud of Gramercy Park had been a superb 
Democratic cheat from beginning to end. 

Mr. McMahon said the decision of the Com- 
mission in the case of Louisiana was worse in its 
consequence to the American people than the 
decision in the Florida case. As to Oregon, no 
Democrat looked forward 

WITH MUCK HOPE 
to the decision in that case. 

Mr. Rice protested against the wrong and vio- 
lence embodied in the decision, and argued that 
the whole subject should be referred back to the 
Commission. 

Mr. Watterson rose to speak, and immediate- 
ly the floor and galleries were hushed into still- 
ness. He said if the acceptance of the inevita- 
ble with resolution and d y be the highest, 
as it is the rarest,form of courage known 
among men, it is made harder in this present 
instance by the conscientiousness of double 
dealing and foul play. Two courses are open 
to the majority on this floor,—on the one hand, 
passionate outcry, at once impotent and child- 
ish; on the other hand, without offering need- 
less obstruction to the progress of events, an 
earnest, manly, but temperate protest against 
what we believe to be great and grievous wrong. 
In my judgment the lattcr is our 

CLEAR AND BOUNDEN DUTY. 
We owe it to the necessities of the case: we 
owe it to the country; we owe t to ourselves. 
Because we were duped by false pretenses into 
the snare furnished, it is no reason why we 
should forget the obligations that press upon 
houorable men. In the very act of passing the 
Electoral Commission bill we provided tor the 
contingency that bas come upon us. I voted 
for that measure in periect good faith. The re-

MR. DANPORD 

defended the decision as one which, outside of 
party feeling, would meet the approval of the 
whole American people. Although there had 
been Investigating Committees into the elec- 
tions in Fiorida, Louisiana, and Oregon, which 
had found much crookedness, yet in all words 
spoken, letters written, telegrams sent, there 
bad not been traced to the Presidect-elect, or to 
any member of his houschold, one word that 
would bring the blush of shame to the American 
people. [Applause.] 

The Speaker here announced that to-day’s 
legislative session was begun, and, after prayer 
and reading of the journal, debate was resumed. 

Messrs. Kelley and Pratt were other speakers 
supporting decision, and Messrs. Wood and Cox 
against it. 

The debate closed at I, and the House then 
voted on Gibson’s resolution that the decision 
of the Commission be not agreed to, and it was 
adopted—yeas, 172; nays, 9—a party vote, ex- 
cept Seelye and Pierce, of Massachusetts, who 
voted with the Democrats. 

A message was then sent to the Senate that 
the House was ready to meet that body in joint 
convention. 

ENTER THE SENATE. 

At 1:35 the Senate and House met in joint 
convention. ' 

Ide presiding officer statea that the two 
Houses acting separately had considered and 
decided objections to the certificates from the 
State of Louisiana, and that the action of each 
House would now be read. This having been 
done, the presiding officer announced that the 
two Houses not having decided otherwise, the 
decision of the Commission would stand in 
force, and he directed the tellers to declare the 
vote of Louisiana. 

Senator Allison, one of the tellers, thereupon 
announced that Louisiana had given 

EIGHT VOTES FOK HAYES 
for President and cight votes fur Wheeler for 
Vice-President. 

There was no manifestation of any kind at 
the announcement, and the opening and count- 
ing of the certificates proceeded iu the State of 
Maine giving seven votes for Hayes and 
Wheeler, Marvland eight votes for Tilden and 
Hendricks, and Massachusetts thirteen votes 
for Hayes and Wheeler. 

MICHIGAN. 

When the certificate from the State of Michi- 
an was read, giving eleven votcs for Hayes and 
Vheeler, Mr. cker (Va.) rose and presented 

an objection to the counting of the vote of 
Daniel L. Crossman, oue of the Electors, 12 
claring that one Benton Hanchett having been 
elected one of the Electors for the 
State of Michigan, and having held and 
18 still holding the office of United States Com- 
missioner, had absented himself from the mect- 
ing of the Electors on the 6th of December, and 
that his place had been filled by other Electors.

THE SECOND VISIT.

The presiding officer took the Speaker’s cbair, 
and the joint convention resumed its session. 

After the announcement of the concurrent 
action of each House in overruling the objection 
in the case of one of the Michigan Electors, the 
11 votes of that State were announced as 
being cast tor Haves and Wheeler. 

Then followed the State of Minnesota, with 
5 votes for Hayes and Wheeler; Mississippi, 
with 8 votes for Tilden and Hendricks; 
Missou with 15 votes for Tilden and Hen- 
dricks; Nebraska, with 3 votes for Hayes 
and Wheeler; aud Nevada, with 3 votes for 
Hayes and Wheeler.

FIRES. 


The St. Louis Bridge Not So 
Badly Damaged as at First 
Reporied. 


Unanimous Failure of the Water- 
Supply Just When It Was 
Needed. 8 


Record of Miscellaneous Conflagrations. 


ST. LOUIS BRIDGE. 

Sr. Lovis. Mo., Feb. 20.—The engineers who 
examined the bridge to-day now say not more 
than about 300 feet of the approach is seriously 
damaged. In this distance many of the iron 
braces, chords, and some of the supporting 
columns are injured beyond reclaim, but new 
ones will be substituted for them at once, and 
the railread tracks will be restored and trains 
passing within a week at farthest. The foilow- 
ing insurance on the bridge is held by the Com- 
pahy: American, New York, $20,000; Trades- 
men’s, New York, $13,700; and $10,000 each in 
the American, Newark, N. J.; Firemen’s, New- 
ark, N. J.; Newark, of Newark; Importers’ & 
Traders’; New York; Clinton, New York; Mer- 
cantile, New York; Pacific. New York; Com- 
merce, New York; Resolute, New York; Far- 
ragut, New York; Standard, New York; Safe- 
guard, New York. Total, $158,700. The loss 


on the buildings where the fire originated is not 


known, but it is not large. 
St. Louis Globe Democrat, Feb. 20. 

The most disastrous conflagration that has 
visited St. Louis in many a day was brought to 
the attention of the City Fire Department at 
11:30 o'clock last night, by an alarm from Box 
10, located at tne eastern end of the big bridge. 
The eastern approach has, since its construct.on 
and occupancy, towered above a lot of frame 
buildings, a veritable pile of kindli wood, 
which should at least have suggested to the 
bridge management tue advisability of always 
keeping the waters-upply in working order. 
These frame rookeries were massed together, 
almost by their appearance inv.ting ¢ conflagra- 
tion, and situated in such position that in case 
of their burning the bridge could not escape a 
serious singing. Despite all this the bridge 
water-supply iailed when it was most needed, 
the rookeries took fire, and so did the bridge, 
and the latter, the pride of St. Louis, is impassa- 
ble and is likely to remain so for some time, by 
reason of a gap of some 900 or 1,000 feet in the 
eastern approach. All that remains of this 
portion through which the fire passed are the 
braces and uprights, every particle of combusti- 
ble material having been burned away. 

Tue fire began about in the centre of the 
block to the north of the eastern approach, in a 
house facing on the dike, and owned by Mr. 
John B. Lovingston, formerly Mayor of East 
St. Louis. The building, a two-story frame, 
was ufféccupied, which might with reason give 
rise to a suspicion thatthe firehad been the 
work of an incendiary. There were, however, 
stored in the house two lots of turniture be- 
longing, the first to Mr. Lovingston, and the 
second to Mr. George Pierce, a sun of Sergeant 
Pierce, of the St. Louis police force. The 
flames had cvidently been burning for some 
time, for when they burst through the roof of 
the structure it was apparent ata glance that 
the whole interior haa fallen a prey, and that 
the building was little more than a fiery sieil. 
A stall wind was blowing irom the north, and 
the flames shot into the building adjoming 
on the south, as though eayer to get at the 
massive structure that towered above all, but 
was as yet unscathed. Tue alarm was given 
at Box 10, and as the bells pealed 
forth irom the other side of the 
river, they met prompt response from the fire 
signals on this side. There appeared to have 
been no apparatus for the extinguisument of fire 
on the east side, or, if there was, it did not put 
in an appearance in time to be of material serv- 
ice, and such structuresin close proximity to 
the fire as were saved owed their salyation to 
the efliciency of the bucket-brigades t were 
organized. The flames mounted so rapidly and 
seized upon the bridge with such avidity that a 
barrier of fire was raised up against the St. 
Louis Department, and but one engine (No. 18) 
and Hook -and-Lauder No. 3 were able to reach 
the east side ol the bridge. Ail were prompt in 


‘response to the alarm; but the tire was more 


rapid than the firemen. Thé sight was one 
which none who saw it will speedily forget. The 
flames wrapped tuemselves about the bridge, 
just east of the eastern ticket-ollice, crackling 
viciously as their work of destruction went on. 
The strong wind biew them both above and be- 
low, wreuthing the doomed structure in a 
circiet of fire, and ocvasioning the crowd of 
onlookers on the bridge no small fear as 
to their safety. Une man, who discovered that 
the floor on which he stood was burning on the 
under side, made a sudden break towards the 
west, remarking to an equally. expeditious 
friend: ‘Say, let's go west oi the eastern pier, 
fur if she goes down, we may stand some show 
there, but here a fellow don't know exactly 
Such was precisely 
the case, and ſor a time it looked as thouga 
everything that was destructible by fire about 
the bridge would be destroyed. Chief Sexton 
had come too late to cross tie fiery chasm, and, 
us a consequenee, he pranced the bridge like a 
madman, shouting his orders time aud again be- 
fore he could be heard, to the men of No. 18, 
who were stationed tar, far below, on the south 
side, trying to overcome the odds against them; 
and throw a stream up hill from theriver. * Cut 
tue fire off here, and let the cast end take care of 
itself,’’ was the order. The bridge pipes had been 
tried at every nozzle, from one end to the other, 
but nota drop of water was to be had trom 
them. In the time of dire neeessity they failed 
most completely. Hose had been attached to 
several nozzles, but the lacter proved only base 
seductions for the consumption of valuable 
time. The men of No. 18 worked with a will, 
and succeeded with the aid of ropes in raising a 
line of hose from their position on the river 
bank to the topof the bridge. The distance was 
several hundred feet, and it was all decidedly up- 
hill, but the stanch little steamer responded 
bravely, and by 12:30 o’clock a stream—the 
first eflective one—was tnrown upon the fire 
from the bridge, and the cut-off ordered by the 
Chief was made, for the flames never got west 
of the point they then beld possession of. Haa 
the bridge water- apparatus been in working 
order, the main disaster, it is reasonably safe to 
say, might have been prevented, if not in whole, 
in part at least, tor by its timely use the fire, if 
it could not have ueen quenched, coul have 
been held in subjection till the fire department 
got by and in position for working. 

One of the Wiggins ‘ferryboats, which lay 
south oi the bridge, got up steam promptly in 
response to a call, and, crossing the river, car- 
ried bk with her a number of the engines that 
had n standing on the St. Louis levee 
whistling themselves hoarse for forty minutes 
or more to attract attention from any crait that 
might feel disposed to lend a helping hand. By 
this time the entire block of frame rookeries 
had been destroyed, and the houses south of the 
bridge were begiuning to loom up as prospect- 
ive prey forthe flames. The first in this dis- 
trict to succumb to the inevitable was the Wig- 
pee Ferry Company’s office, atwo-story frame 

uilding, while the next was Harding's Ameri- 
ean Kitchen, a one-story frame restaurant. 
From none of the houses destroyed was there 
much removed in the way of furniture or stocks. 
The flames traveled so rapidly from building to 
building as to cause a — among the occu- 

ts, with whom the chief desire seemed to be 
save themselves, and to let the insurance 
companies settle for the rest. One of the re- 
sults of the fire that will be first felt by the 
public of St. Louis will be a shortage oi tele- 
graphic pews, the wires of the Western Union 
Company which crossed the bridge having of 
course been destroyed.

AN ASTOUNDING STORY.

On last Wednesday, Abraham Johnson left 
his home, in Young America, on foot, to see a 
Mr. Hunt, living three miles from there in a 
direction south of west. He held, a claim 
against Mr. Hunt, which was secured by a chat- 
tel mortgage, and his object wasto get a new 
note with personal security, omitting the 
mortgage. He arrived at Hunt’s just as the 
family were going to dinner, and he took dinner 
with them. Afterwards, he and Mr. Hunt con- 
versed in the sitting-room for a time, when they 
went to the mill. (Mr. Hunt owns a mill also.) 
It was about 3 o’clock when Mr. Hunt left the 
mill to go among his neighbors to look after 
the personal security. e did not return until 
near sundown, when Mr. Johnson started home. 
There are several angles in the road, so, being 
afoot, he crossed some fields to shorten distance. 
As he came upon the road, a mile or there- 
abouts west of Young America, near Widow 
Ewing’s, he met three men who were driving 
a pair of horses to a spring wagon in which 
there was but one seat. They spoke to him, 
having stopped the horses, and, learning who 
he was,remarked he was the man they wanted to 
see, as they had an improvement in machiner 
they desired to show him. It was now the dus 
of the evening. One of the men took a box 
out of the wagon, another acted asif he were 
examining a wheel, while Mr. Johnson put a 
foot on she bub of a wheel, and rested his chin 
on his hand ina position to look at the box 
about to be opened. He knows no more about 
it. Thirty bours after that time he became con- 
scious and found himself in darkness, wedged 
in a close place, as close as if he were in a 
grave. By degrecs he released himself, drag- 
ing his body along, pushing chunks of wood 
out of his way, and by-and-by emerged from a 
hoilow log. Looking about him in great bewil- 
derment, he sawadim light in the distance, 
and naturally took that direction. He arrived 
at the houce and awakened the family. Here 
he found out that he was less than three miles 
from Delphi, and from thirteen to fifteen miles 
from home; that it was just past midnight of 
Thursday night, and that it was thirty hours 
later than it was when he had met the three 
men. The truth now broke in on him. The 
bruise and lump on the back of his head helped 
him to comprenend the situation. He had been 
knocked down, hauled more than a dozen 
miles, and concealed in the log for dead. He 
only had $25 about him. and that was gone; but 
it was known in the neighborhood that he had 
engaged to make a purchase on which $500 were 
to have been paid on Wednesday evening. He 
was served with refreshments at the house of 
the strangers, and was urged toremain until 
morning, but he got the best directions he 


could and started at once for home. It seems

ANOTHER WRECKED STEAMER. 
New Yor’ Herald, Feb. 17. 

Following closely on the news of the wreck of 
the steamer George Washington comes such in- 
formation as leads to the belief that the stcamer 
George Cromwell, a sister ship of the Crom- 
well line, has met with a similar fate off the 
rock-bound coast of Newfoundland. The Crom- 
well left this port on the 28th of December 
last, bound for St. John’s via Halifax, leaving 
the last-named port on the 3d ult., since which 
time no tidings of the vessel had been obtained 
up to yesterday. She carried five passengers, 
and the officers and crew of the vessel num- 
bered twenty-three souls, all of whom are sup- 
posed to be lost. Her cargo was an assorted 
one of leather, tobacco, butter, different kinds 
of merchandise, and poultry. Fears for soine 
time have been entertained for the safety of the 
vessel, and when the telegraph yesterday flashed 
the news that another ship had been wrecked 
and a pumber of lives had been swallowed by 
the waves, those who watehed patiently and 
anxiously for some tidings of the missing steam- 
ship were not wholly unprepared to hear the 
news their fears had previously suggested. 

From the brief telegrams received at the 
Herald oftice, and by the consignees and agents 
of the ill-iated vessel, itis supposed that she 
was wrecked on the rocks of Cape St. Mary, on 
the night of Jan. 5. Cape St. Mary is twenty- 
five miles west of Cape Race. Life-buvy8 and 
other articies belonging to the vessel have been 
picked up or floated ashore in Placentia Bay, 
and these mute evidences plainly describe the 
fate to which the steamer Cromwell has been 
consigned. The cape or rock upon which the 
steamer is supposed: to have struck is about 
forty or forty-five miles from Mistaken Point, 
where the steamer George Washington fifteen 
days later met witha similar disaster. The 
coast in this vicinity is exceedingly treacherous. 
The land in the neighborhood is rugged, and al- 
fords little chance of saving life. With great 
depth of water up to the very cliffs, and with 
varving tides and strong currents, the greatest 
caution, watchfulness, and good seamanship are 
requisite to guard against the dangers which 
threaten marimers. Even with the exercise of 
the utmost prudence and skill disasters over- 
take the mariner on this bleak coast, and some 
dead bodies, a few timbers, or the floating 
debris of the wreck are the only tell-tales of the 
destruction of many a noble vessel with all on 
board. 

Both the lost steamers left the same port and 
were bound for the same destination; they left 
Halifax in the same month; were making their 
last trip for the season, as it was the intention 
of their consignees to withdraw them until 
spring on their return to this port, and dotu 
vessels had made their eighteenta trip to Hali- 
fax. Not a soul, so far as ascertained, has been 
saved from either vessel. The Cromwell left 
Halifax Jan. 3, and is sup to have been 
wrecked on the 5th; the Washington left the 
same port on the 18th, and is thought to have 
met with a like fate on the 20th. Two days in 
the case of each vessel intervene! between the 
date of their leaving Halifax and the time of 
their loss. 

The steamer George Cromwell was engaged 
in trade between this port and New Orleaus 
until she was withdrawn, about eighteen months 
ago, and placed on the line between here and 
Halifax and St. John’s. She was considered a 
successful vessel, and was only taken from the 
New Orleans route because of the substitution 
of a larger vessel. She was built in this city in 
1862, was 978 tons burden, and her dimensions 
were 175 feet long. 30 feet beam, and drew 15 
fect water. She left this port with a cargo con- 
sisting of 220 packages of leather, 200 packages 
of butter, 128 packages of tobacco, 123 packages 
of merchandise, and six cases of live geese.

Budget Speech in the House of Commons--- 
The Revenues of the Past Year and the 
Contemplated Taxes of the Next---Causes 
of the Present Deficiency of $1,900,000. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Orrawa, Feb. 20.—The Hon. Mr. Cartwright 
made his budget speech in the House of Com- 
mons to-day. He began bya general review of 
the past financial year, which was most critical 
in Canada as elsewhere. The income had been 
reduced by abnormal and exceptional circum- 
stances. The net expenditure was $24,800,000; 
receipts, $22,578,000, leaving a deficiency of 
$1,900,000. A large part ot the deficiency was 
owing to the cost of the boundary survey with 
the United States, grants to Menno- 
distressed settlers in the 
Northwest, and to the Centennial ex- 
hibiition. The policy of the Government 
was to close minor public works which had 
grown too large for the circumstances of the 
country. These exceptional items in the ac- 
counts could not recur again. The recent Cus- 
tom returns show an improvement in trade. 
The excise returns are not so good, owing to the 
exertions of the temperance people and the 
hard times. Mr. Cartwright believed the de- 
pression had reached its utmost, and that the 
failure of the harvest had produced the deficit. 
The duty on petroleum, or coal-oil, was one he 
did not believe in. The Government had de- 
cided to remove the excise duty on that 
article altogether, and reduce the importa- 
tion duty 15 cents to 6 cents, 
thereby making a saving of about $700,000. He 
proposed an additional tax of one cent per 
pound on tea, and a tax of one cent per pound 
ov malt, and three cents per galion on beer. 
Taese were the principal changes. In reference 
to tovacco he said cigarettes were to be taxed as 
cigars. All cigars pay 60 per cent specific and 
25 ver cent ad valorem; 25 per cent ad valorem 
on periumery. Tubing was to be removed 
from the free list to the 1734 per cent list. 
It has been found expedient to alter 
the duty on all beer and porter imported 
from other countries, and impose a duty of 15 
cents per Imperial gallon in bottle, and 12 
cents per gallon in barrel; also, to change six- 

ly cotton from the free-list to the 10 per cent 
fist.

THE DANCER FAMILY, 


How Miss Mary Dancer Dispose of Her 


New York Sun, Feb. 20. 

The will of Mary M. Dancer was offered for 
probate yesterday afternoon, at the Surrogate’s 
Court of New York County. Miss Dancer was 
the only daughter of Matthias M. Dancer, 
said to have been the most fortunate 
gambler in New York. Dancer was reared 
as a blacksmith, but left the anvil to 
enter the lists with professional gamblers as a 
dealer in faro. He won money rapidly, and 
hoarded his winnings. When he had accumu- 
lated enough funds he left the Bowery for Broad- 
way, and for twenty-five years was connected! 
with various gambling-houses on that 
thoroughiare. A large part of his wealth 
was acquired in a faro-bank, which, by 
reason t «ites§€©«diminutive. size, was 
known as the “ Coon .* The most 
noted of his resorts was No. 676 Broadway. He 
was one of the chief stockholders in a faro-bank 
at No. 8 Barclay street, which is believed 5 1 

e fre- 


quently carried on his person between 0⁰⁰ 
and $100,000, and on the murning of Monday, 
July. 12, 1875, when his house was robbed, he 
started from home with $24,570 in his 
watch-fob. One winter morning, about 
six years ago, $1,000 was stolen 
from the change-pocket of his overcoat by a 
boot-black. A detective, to whom Dancer 
promised one-half of the amount recovered, 
soon handed $230 to him, and told him that tae 
bov was in the Tombs awaiting Dancer’s action. 
Dancer, however, declined to prosecute, and 
even went before the Grand Jury to plead for 
mercy in the boy’s behalf. 

Dancer had the reputation of being 
unequaied in the United States 
in skill at back-gamm on. A few 
years ago a tricky professional named Brown 
arranged the box so that he could control the 
dice, and chalienged Dancer toa match. After 
Dancer bad lost 8400, he was warned bya 
friend, and withdrew from the game. This is 
said to have been the only known instance in 
which Dancer was overreached. In playing at 
cards or back-gammon he showed as much anx- 
iety to win 25 cents as to win $25,000, and was 
highly elated whem he haa taken in his oppo- 
nent’s last dime. 9 

A most daring robbery was ed in 
Mr. Dancer’s residence, 50 est Eleventh 
street, on ney of | 12, 1875. Mr. D. had 
gone out, when about 11 o’clock in the morning 
two men, one swinging a hatchet and the other 
carrying a long black hook, Kkfocked at the 
basement door. Mrs. Annie 8. Dancer, a feeble 
lady of 65. opened the door to the callers. 
She was alone in the house. The men 
said that they were plumbers, sent by a 
city officials to note the condition of the Cro- 
ton water-pipes. Notice had been sent to the 
Dancers and other residents of the neighwor- 
hood that, in consequence of repairs to water- 
pipes at Broadway and Houston street, tneir 
supply of water would probably be cut off.

They 
entered the hall and she went back to 
the dining-room, resumed her easy-chair, and 
began to sew. Suddenly she was encircled by 
rough arms, dragged trom the window, thrown 
to the flocr, handcuffed, and gagged with a 
handkerchief.

COLLECTING REAL-ESTATE TAXES FROM 


PERSONAL PROPERTY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Feb. 20.—In a letter to his Excellency 
Gov. Cullom, recently published by yon, the -writer 
seems to consider the liability of zersonal property 
for taxes on land as an important element in a rev- 
enue law. Sec. 255 of the present Revenue law,

A Collector, before levying on personal property 
for taxes on land. must first ascertain beyond ques- 
tion that the same person is the owner of both. 
To do this he must have an abstract of the real 


estate, and be sure that it shows the real owner- 


Any error committed by him as to owner- 
ship would involve him in suit for damages. 

You may answer, let every man make a return of 
his property showing the real estate he owns. [If 
returns are mace, what becomes of ali thuse cases 
of disputed titles, where there are two or more 
claimants?

KING COTTON THREATENED. 
London Dispatch ta New York Heraid. 

A remarkable discovery has been made in 
Egypt by Signor Gia‘omo Russi, the Austrian 
Consular Agent at Alexandria. He has found a 
new cotton plant which is so wonderfully pro- 
litic that it may prove a dangerous enemy to the 
American cotton-raising interests. Signor Rus- 
si has just published an interesting report of his 
discovery. He says thut about two years ago he 
accidentally came across the new plant on the 
property of a Copt in the Menutia district, wno 
collected the seed and sold it to his neizhbors 
at twelveiold the price obtainable for the ordi- 
nary kind. The plant hasalong stem, ane 
being without branches, much space is saved. 
bears an average of fifty pods on each Peake 
while the usual yield of the plant is about thir. 
ty. It yields from 395 to 675 pounds per feddan, 
thus doubling the crop. A smaller uantity of 
soil is needed; but the great drawback in Egypt 
is that it requires much more water, which ne- 
cessitates the alternating of the crops with grain 
and vegetables. In the sea islands of the Atlan- 
tic coast or along the Lower Mississippi it 
would prove wonderfully prolific. The Herald's 
correspondent at Alexandria thinks that the dis- 
covery will create a revolution in the cotton- 
growing interest of Egypt.

It appears to be definitely settled that the 
Louisiana complication will not be disturbed 
by President Grant, but will be transmitted 
to his successor for adjustment.

The Common Council has entered upon 
the consideration of the appropriation or- 
dinance item by item, and a commendable 
disposition is shown to adhere closely to the 
economical recommendations of the Finance 
Committee.

Mr. Kenor’s bill providing for holding the 
town elections apd charter elections on the 
same day in April, which under the existing 
law occur two weeks apart, has passed the 
Illinois Senate by a vote of 40 to 1. The 
unanimity of the vote attests the necessity 
for the measure, and promises its ready 
passage in the House. But before the House 
passes it, occasion should be taken to make 
such amendment as will provide for having 
two ballot-boxes at every voting-precinct, — 
one for the town officers and the other for 
the city officers, and for the same judges 
acting for both elections. Otherwise, the 
three towns within the City of Chicago will 
not be protected from a recurrence of the 
frauds practiced at the town elections of 
last year, for it will still be within the 
power of the County Board to pro- 
vide for only one _ voting-precinct in 
each town for town officers. Such an 
arrangement we understand to be actually in 
contemplation by the Cook County Board, 
and this, of course, would give the bum- 
mers as much the control of the result of 
the town election, and as good an oppor- 
tunity for stuffing the ballot-boxes, as they 
had before.

These fifty Re- 
formers under their respective leaders cast 
500 votes in Cincinnati, and elected Bannine 
and Sarier to Congress. The following ex- 
tract from the testimony will show how suc- 
cessfully they operated : 

Q.—Did all the men get their votes in? A.— 
Every one. There was not a man lost his vote in 
all of the precincts of the three wards. 

Q.—What ticket did they vote? A.—The Demo- 
cratic ticket straight out. I gave them the ticket. 

Q. —Please examine that ticket (handing Demo- 
cratic ticket to witness) and state ff it is a fac 
simile of the ticket they voted? A. —Yes, sir. 

Q.—No scratches? A.—O no; didn't believe in 
scratching. 

Q.—Where did the Gizason party go after leav- 
ing? A.—I left them there in the Sixth Ward and 
sent them into the West End. 

Q.—Did you direct them where to go? A.—I 
showed GLEASON two days before the election the 
direction he should go through the town. 

Q. - What report was made to you as to the voting 
done by that party after they left you? A.—Well, 
J met him at three different times that day. Had 
an engagement to meet all the leaders of these 
men at the Empire. They said they had voted in 
the neighborhood of 150 or 160times. The total 
at night was in the neighborhood of 125 times, after 
leaving out these three wards. 

Another extract will show that the Chicago 
Reformers got in their work also: 

Q.—How often did you say Burns voted in the 
Fourth Ward? A.—They came there twice—to the 
First Precinct. 

Q. How many men was with Burns? A. — BUnns 
had, I believe, ten or twelve, I disremember now 
which, in the beginning; but the last time he voted 
only seven.

How things were managed in the Fourth 
Ward, the following testimony will show : 

Q.—You report over 100 votes being castin the 
Fourth Ward, nearly all of them in one precinct; 
how do you account for the fact that the ward cast 
a smaller vote on that occasion than it did on elec- 
tions previous to it? A.—That is very easily ac- 
counted for—because we could not get at the ballot- 
boxes. 

Q.—In what way at the ballot- boxes? A.—They 
had sent over a judge there that was not acquainted, 
and the Republican party also had a clerk there df 
the name of Pisrce. There was no chance to 
operate. 

Q.—Operate in what way? A.—It would be very 
easy to operate if we had the consent of the clerk. 

lo do you operate with the consent of the 
clerk? A.—Get him to write down more names 
than there were ballots in the box. 

Q.—Then? A.—Then. when the polls close at 
night, get interested and hustle things around. 
Have a little dispute there; cast all the votes right 
into the box to correspond with the taily, so the 
clerks would give the amount of names they had 
written onthe tally; that is the way the Fourth 

Ward gave such a nice majority. 

This testimony of the man who managed 
the Democratic corruptions in October con- 
clusively shows that if frauds had not been 
practiced, Bax NN and Sayer would have 
been defeated, and the Republicans would 
have carried Hamilton County.

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THE SPECIAL STATE TAX SYSTEM. 

The Senate Committee of the Illinois Leg- 
islature has prepared a repert upon the sub- 
ject of exercising that portion of the State 
Constitution that authorizes the General 


brokers, hawkers, merchants, commission 
merchants, showmen, jugglers, innkeepers, 
grocery-keepers, liquor-dealers, toll-bridges, 
ferries, insurance, telegraph, and express in- 
terests or business, venders of patents, and 
persons or corporations owning or using 
franchises and privileges, in such manner as 
it shall from time to time direct, by general 
law, uniform as to the class upon which it 
operates.” 

The Committee have confined their inves-. 
tigation to an examination of the Pennsyl- 
vania system of State taxation. That system, 
it will be remembered, consists of special 
taxes mainly upon corporations. These 
taxes are a tax of 9-10 of a mill on each 1 per 
cent of dividends on transportation compa- 
nies, or when there is no dividend a tax of 6 
mills on the appraised value of the capital 
stock; a tax of § a mill on each 1 per 
cent ot dividend on the capital stock of all 
other corporations except banks and foreign 
insurance companies; a tax of 3 mills on 
capital stock of banks; a tax of 3 cents per 
ton on all coal mined ; a tax of 3 per cent on 
gross receipts of foreign insurance compa- 
nies; a license tax on brokers, saloons, ete. 
The result is the State has no occasion to 
levy any tax by valuation on real or personal 
property. 

The Committee agree that this system may 
be adopted in this State under the Constitu- 
tion, and in this they are sustained by an 
opinion of Attorney-General Epsarz. The 
alleged reasons for adopting this plan are 
thus stated by the Committee: 

Fire(— This system divorces entirely the State 
from local taxation. While towns, cities, and 
counties are permitted to vote a tax on themselves 
for any amount permitted by the Constitution, they 
cannot vote it on any other town, city, or county, 
ard when the people know they have themeelves to 
pay any tax they may order, it will naturally make 
them very guarded in the amounts so levied, —in 
other words, it brings the tax down to the people 
without the intervention of State authority. 

Second—This system does away with the State 
Board of Equalization and its difficulties, as there 
is nothing to equalize beyond the counties. It has 
saved a large amount of money to the people of 
the State, and a still larger amount of discontent 
and acrimoni®us feeling between sections. 

Third—It saves the percentage paid Assessors, 
Collectors, and Treasurers, with the losses by 
abatement or defalcation,—sometimes placed as 
high as 15 per cent of the amount assessed. 

Fourth It saves those persons, towns, counties, 
and municipalities that pay their tax upon the call 
of the Collector the necessity of paying an addi- 
tional tax ior those who deel to pay, and fight 
the payment of their tax to the State. 

Fifth—It would go far to do away with the local 
jealousies engendered by different sections of the 
State toward other sections, as there would be no 
fraction of interest. The needs of a vuat commer- 
cial city like Chicago, demanding one claes of leg- 
islation, would not be brought in conflict with, and 
in antagoniem to, the wants of a rural district de- 
manding another; also, it would enable each sec- 
tion dd adjust its taxation to its needs, avoiding 
the half-and-half legislation which anderthe pres- 
ent system makes a general law necessary to car- 
ry outa local purpose, in the end proving neither 
satisfactory nor adapted to the wants of either ex- 
treme. 

The Committee proceed on the assumption 
that this system could be carried out in this 
State without any change in the present 
Constitution. Even admitting this, never- 
theless it would break down one of the 
wisest provisions in the Constitvtion. Un- 
der that instrument all municipal corpora- 
tions are prohibited from incurring any in- 
debtedness beyond 5 per cent of the value of 
the taxable property therein, to be ase 
tained by ‘‘the last assessment for the State 
and county taxes.” There being no State 
taxes on State valuation, the “last assess- 
ment” would be that made for county taxes. 
Each county wonld then have control of its 
own assessment. Many of the counties 
have an indebtedness exceeding the constitu- 
tional limit, and all are restrained by that 
limitation from incurring additional bonded 
debts. If, however, each county be left to 
make its own assessment, all that it will 
have to do is to increase the valuation of 
taxable property to whatever amount may be 
necessary to authorize any desired increase 
of debt, and the constitutional limitation will 
be practically nullified. The State assess- 
ment keeps this business in control. No 
county is willing to increase its assessment 
to be taxed beyond its proportion with other 
counties, and hence the State assessment is 
generally reasonable. To abolish the State 
assessment is to give free license to 


the tax-eaters of every community 
to make their own assessment and 
to increase the debts accordingly. No 


greater calamity could befall the people of 
the State. The argument is, that now there 
is $1.15 of tax levied to raise $1 of reve- 
nue. This heavy percentage, however. ap- 
plies to all taxation, and as that levied for 
State purposes is but 10 or 12 per cent of 
the whole taxation, the aggregate cost of col- 
lecting the State taxation is but a small pro- 
portion of the whole cost of tax-collecting 
in the State. Itis the duty of the Legisla- 
ture to apply the needed legislation to reme. 
dy this heavy loss in collection, and reduce 
taxation to the lowest possible revenue 
standard. The taxation of the State for all 
purposes reaches $26,000,000 a year, and it 
is a reproach to the Legislature that it 
slfould cost 15 per cent to collect this reve- 
nue. We suggest, therefore, to the Legisla- 
ture that if it put this new system in opera- 
tion, it do so by slow degrees, leaving 
to experience and time to develop an enlarge- 
ment of the system, if such should be deem- 
ed advisable or practicable. We are prepared 
to admit that a large revenue, more than the 
State needs, can be collected from these spe- 
cial taxes; but the total abolition of State 
taxes is a radical change which is full of peril 
to the local communities. Suppose, there- 
fore, that the assessments for county 
purposes be continued as now; that 
the machinery of the State Board of 
Equalization be discontinued ; and the Gov- 
ernor, Auditor, Secretary, Treasurer, and At- 
torney-General be made a Board to Equalize 
these assessments. This Board might then 
fix a rate, say half or one-third of a mill, to 
raise a sum, say, for school purposes. This 
would preserve the standard of State valua- 
tion to govern all local ations, and es- 
pecially fix and preserve the limit of local in- 
debtedness. The State should then take the 
railroads as a class, and by general law, 
uniform as to the class taxed,” impose a tax 
thereon equal to a certain percentage on their 
gross carnings within the State. Assuming 
that the gross earnings of the railroads with- 
in the State to be $50,000,000 a year, a tax 
of 4 per cent would yield $2,000,000. This 
should of course be in full release of all other 
taxation, State and local.

due-bills, book-acceunts, bonds, and mort- 
gages, of which not one dollar in a hundred 
is ever reached. Taxing evidence of indebt- 
edness in addition to the tangible property 
for which mortgages and notes are given, is 
a blunder in political economy and a finan- 
cial folly. 
Revenue systems cannot be changed in an 
instant. Let the new system be tried in the 
one case, and then in the light of experience 
it can be enlarged and extended. It should 
be remembered that the burden under which 
the people of Illinois are laboring is local 
and not State taxation, local and not State 
debt; and that merely to discontinue the 
State tax on land and admit an increase of 
local tax 100 per cent on the same land, is no 
relief. 
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THE FOREIGN TRADE IN MEATS. 
The London Spectator considers, from the 
English housewife’s standpoint, the subject 
of fresh meats imported from America, and 
concludes that this excellent lady is likely to 
be disappointed in her pleasant visions of 
cheaper meat and getting even with the 
extortionate butcher. The notion of the 
Spectator is that the quantity of fresh meats 
that will be imported from America will not 
be sufficient for some years to come to affect 
the price. It points to the fact that the im- 
port of American meats in London is now 
one thousand tons a week, while there are 
imported from the Continent some 220,000 
tons of fresh meats annually, which must be 


will be affected. Thi: strikes us as a rather 
short-sighted view of the matter, sinee it is 
admitted that the American resources are 
practically without limit, and grass is to be 
had in vast regions of this continent for al- 
most nothing. The only limit on the pr ce 
of meats competing in English markets is 
the cost of transportation, which must of 
necessity be large, and larger because 
there is no bulky freight for the steamships 
to bring back to this country. Asthe return 
trip must be made largely with ballast, our 
-bulky exports must pay rates corresponding- 
ly higher. 

But the fact is that the American meats 
are already sold to the English, Scotch, and 
Irish butchers at one cent a pound less than 
the native growers ask. As this export trade 
in meats is still in its infancy, there will be 
steady improvements in the process of ship- 
ment; probably before another year it will 
be possible to ship twice as many carcasses 
in a steamship in the same space now occu- 
pied, and when 1,000 killed animals can be 
transported safely and in good condition 
and occupying no more room than 500 do 
now, the freights will be very considerably 
less, and American meats will be sold in the 
English markets at correspondingly lower 
figures. Then it is likely that the meats from 
the Continent will disappear in the English 
markets and the native growth must come 
down in price, unless a distinction can be 
established in the quality of the meats which 
does not yet obtain. The especial blessing 
of this new trade to the people of Great 
Britain is the prospect that it will enable 
classes of people to eat fresh meats who have 
heretofore been deprived of them, and give 
others fresh meat once a day who have 
hertofore had it only once a week. 
If the English growers can  wmain- 
tain their prices for home production 
on account of superior quality, well and 
good; the rich and well-to-do can indulge 
themselves, and the poorer people will be 
happy in getting American meats, which are 
good enough. If not, then English meats 
must come down, and the land-o must 
come down with their rents to the 
emergency. So far from the Continental 
meat-growers being able to compete with 
the American growers, the time is not proba- 
bly far distant when they will have to com- 
pete with American meats on their own ter- 
ritory. The extent of the trade will only be 
limited by the freights, and the price will be 
regulated by the American supply just so 
long as American growers can land fresh 
meats in Liverpool at a lower rate than the 
English growers char e. The housewives 
are pretty sure to get the benefit of the trade 
in the long run.

THE PARK RESOLUTIONS IN THE HOUSE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 20.—The Dunlevv- 
Colchour park investigation resolutions, which 
were the special order for to-day, was called np 
this morning immediately upon the opening of 
the House. 

Following is the full text: 


Wuereas, Extraordi@ry powers have been con- 
ferred upouthe Park Commissione s by act of the 
Legislature of the State; and 

WHEREAS, An unjust exercise of the powers 80 
conferred may, in times of great financial deprés- 
sion like the present, be made the means of op- 
pression by levying distressing taxes upon the 
property within the jurisdiction of the Commis- 
sioncrs; and 

Wuergas, By the terms of such acts the Com- 
missioners are not amenable tothe people whom 
they tax for the money to purchase and carry on 
parks, and grave complaints are made by citizens 
of Chicago of the onerons, unjust, unnecessary, 
and oppressive taxation to which they are subject- 
ed by the Commissioners, and of the unwise, inju- 
dicious, and reprehensible expentiitures of money 
sovaised, as follows: that raised by the sale of 
bonds; therefore be it 

Resolved, By the House of Representati and 
Senate of Illinois, that a special committee ve, 
composed of three members of the House and two 
members of the Senate, be appointed te inquire 
into the compigigts and ascertain how many acres 
of land are no@embraced within the limits of the 
parks and of the boulevards connected therewith, 
and how many more are contemplated to De pur- 
chased; and, second, from whom said lands were 
purchased, date of purchase, and price paid ver 
acre in each instance; third, the amount of taxes 
raised, directly and indirectiy, for the purchase 
and improvement of lands since the date of the 
first purchase, the cost of levying and colleajing 
said tax, and the objects, purposes, and items for 
which said taxes so raised were expended: the 
amount of bonds, if any. which have been 
issued and held by said Commissioners, for what 
amount sold, commission for selling, and to whom 
paid, and what disposition has been made of all 
proceeds; what sums of money, bonds, certificates, 
checks, lots, lands, and otber articles and things 
of value have oeen paid, directly or indirectly. 
to the owners, editors, or managers of any of the 
weekly or daily papers of the City of Chicago, or, 
to any person or persons acting or pretending to 
act for them, asa bay ment. gift, grant, donation, 
or bonus for any services rendered or pretended to 
have been rendered, and if so, to whom; what 
sums of money or aforesaid censiderations have 
been paid to any Commissioncrs, either directly or 
indirectly, and for what paid, and whether any of 
them have held any salaried office, place, or posi- 
tion of trust by virtue of Aid Commission, and 
what was such service, and what was paid there- 
for. and to whom paid; what considerations, 
either of money. bonds, stocks, lots. 
etc., have been paid as attorneys’ fees, and 
to whom, together with the whole cost of 
litigation or witness fees; further. what lets or 
land in the vicinity of parks and boulevards are 
now owned, or have been owned, by the Commis- 
sioners, or any of them, or by any person or per- 
sone acting for them, together with the value of 
said lots and lands; what amount been ex- 
pended by the Commissioners, or by their author- 
ity, for buildings, hot-houses, botanical gardens, 
beasts, birds, and statuary, ornaments, and so 
forth, and whetner the expenditure was autaor- 
ized by law; what prices have been paid contract- 
ors or others for materials :urnished and work 
done in and upon said parks, and whether the 
contracts for ail such work have always been 
awarded to the lowest bidders; what will be the 

roba ble cost of the acquisition of euch additional 
ands as will be required for the use of said parks, 
and completing all improvements, and the annual 
cost of keeping up the same, and to inquire into 
such other matters as to said Committee may 
seem fit. 

Resolved, That the said Committee be empow- 
ered toemploy counsel, send for witnesses and 
papers, take testimony, and conduct the proceed- 
ings of this investigation the same as in open 
court, and further be instructed to report whether 
the existing Park laws have been violated, and in 
what instance, and what measurc, if any, can be 
adopted to reduce taxation for park purposes and 
the expenses of said Park Commissioners in the 
City of Chicago, and report to the Legislature 
without unnecessary delay. 

MOTION TO POSTPONE. 

Mr. Smith, of Cook, stat to the House that 
while the resolutions wefe general in their 
terms they were meant to apply to but a single 
Park Board,—the South Park Board of Chicago. 
He represented the district in which those parks 
were located. He knew the magnitude of the 
questions involved, and wanted the matter de- 
ferred for one wedi, in order that both sides be 
fully heard before the House disposed of the 


resolutions. 
DISCUSSION. 

Mr. Rowett, who introduced the resolutions, 
said the investication ought to be made. if it 
was all right it would vindicate the Commis- 
sioners, who were now under many charges. MIt 
it was not right, it ought to be known. He had 
introduced these resolutions at the request of 
taxpayers of Chicago. 

Mr. Smith. of Cook — Will the gentleman from 
Macoupin permit me to ask who wrote these 
resolutions!

THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

Lonpon, Feb. In the House of Lords 
this afternoon the Duke of Argyle directed at- 
tention to the Government's instruction % Lord 
Saulsbury regarding the Conference. He se- 
verely criticized the confluct of the Govern- 
ment up to last autumn, since which time, how- 
ever, its conduct has been all sight. The fail- 
ure of the Conference, he said, was attributable 
to the unhappy 1 of the Governinent until 
August, and the half-heartedness, timidity, and 
vacillation shown in carrying out the policy 
which public feeling forced upon them in conse- 
quence of the Bulgarian atrocities. 

Lord Derby, in reply, disputed the Duke's 
accusation of timidity and vacillation, and de- 
nied that the Government had changed its pol- 


icy. 

Lest Derby said since the Conference the 
Government had been unremitting in pressing 
th@expectancy of peace upon Servia, Monte- 
negro, and Turkey. A few days would show 
with what success. If they were successful, 
half the work of the Conference would bedonc. 

Lord Salisbury said: We, like all Govern- 
ments since the Crimean War, are bound to 
respect the treaty by which that war was con- 
cluded.“ He pointed to the startling fact that 
the persons who signed that treaty, guarantec- 
ing the independence and intevrity of Turkey. 
are now attacking Lord Derby for not 
having fostered and encouraged the 
Herzegovinian insurrection when the 
hopelessness of Turkev's reforms became evi- 
dent. It is also plain that England’s attitude 
toward Turkey could not remain the same as in 
1856. We have changed as far as the force of 
circumstances have compelled us, but we have 
not dissolved our traditional alliance without 
sorrow, and we still cling to the hope that some 
change in counsels may restore that alliance. 

In regard to Engiand’s not having used 
threats of coercion at the Conference, Lord 
Salisbury thought it important to place upon 
record the fact that, as far as the proceedings of 
the Conference went, no Power had used such 
threats, and nothing had happened at the Con- 
ference to pledge Russia, as a matter of honor, 
to take military action against, the Porte. He 
energetically challenged the Opposition to 
bring forward a definite motion stating 
the policy which they advised. He showed that 
the only coercion England could threaten would 
be the destruction of Stamboul by a fleet. 
Turkey would wp disregard it, as the 
question of yielding not in the hands 
of those who are most deeply interested 
in the prosperity of the country. The 
execution of the threat would destroy the only 
Government which now controls thirty millions 
of people. Our policy is to endeavor to secure 
some measure of liberty and safety for the sub- 
ject populations. Of that wedo not despair. 

f once the Powers are assurred that peace is 
hopeless, there is every reason to fear that the 
great energy which now induces them to strain 
every nerve to avert war will lead them in fu- 
ture to say this question must be settled once 
for all. That is the terrible danger. 

The Earl of Beaconsfield challenged the Op- 
position to propose a distinct motion. He dep- 
recated the policy of coercion. The policy of 
Europe, and not merely of England, was to 
maintain the integrity and independence of the 
Ottoman Empire. That was the principle which 
has always been acted upon by all statesmen, 
as — the best security for the peace of 
Europe. Nothing had happened since the 
treaty of Paris to show that this principle was 
not wise and just.

A Few Words of Timely Consolation for 
the AMlicted Mothers. 


If the collection of a crowd be prima facie evi- 
dence of success, jhe Chicago Association of Fan- 
ciers have won for their somewhat incongruous ex- 
position of babies and roosters an immoriality and 
fame beyond the most sanguine aspirations of the 
Ephesian fire-bug. For yesterday, the secohd and 
last day of the combined show, attracted thousands 
upon thousands to the Exposition Building, jam- 
ming that structure ugtil the avaricious ticket- 
seller closed ap his own coop and refused further 
admittance. It was expected that the building 
would be filled, and that the enterprise would pay 
well, but the most hopeful ofthe Committee scarte! y 
looked for the crowd that pushed and crashed 
into the hot, dusty arena, in which a few hundred 
gladiatorial infants were to contend for treasures 
ranging from $10 to $25. But the crowd came, 
and looked, and wondered. Nor is it easy to ge- 
count, for the 8,000 people that constituted 2 
throng. Babies are not a new invention. The 
styles of babies don't change. They are male and 
female all the year round.

There are no um- 
provemeuts in babies, though perhaps there might 
be. 80 the people could not have come to see 
anything new in raw material, or anything novel 
in the make-up, and yet they pulled and hauled 
around, and fell over the babies, and chucked the 
babies under the chin, and pinched the babiés’ 
cheeks, and whee the — howled, and yelled.

NOON PRAYER-MEETING. 

The noon prayer-meeting yesterday was con- 
ducted by the Rev. E. P. Goodwin and Mr. Steb- 
bins. The meeting was opened with the customa- 
ry singing, followed by the requests for prayer 
read by the Rev. B. R. Davis. The Rev. Mr. Marsh 
led in prayer for those specified in the requests. 

** Rejoice and be glad, the Redeemer has come, 
was sung with considerable spirit. 

The Kev. Mr. Goodwin read from Matt., xiii., 
concerning the parable of the sower of the seed. 
Thie parable, he said, was followed in the eight- 
eenth verse by Christ's own exposition of its deep 
meaning. On this authority, it might be said that 
the seed to be sown was the word of 
God. Miet was the chief sower, but all en- 
gaged in working for Him were al sowers. Toe 
leader thought it a great privilege that Christ's 
disc.ples should be allowed to take up His work, 
and not to be, asin Ordinary human business, 
mere apprentices. This was seen to be eminently 
true, more particulariy speaking, in the case of 
the poor woman atthe well. Within an hour after 
she nad received the trath she was bear ng witness 
to .ts saving power among her friends.

It made no 
difference wuether the sower be a miserable beg- 
gar, a philosopher. or a King. The same sun 
shone on the seed and brought it to fruition.

‘Lhe real truth was Gods word, and success to 
those who sowed the seed wag given in proportion 
us it was well used. The prayer of the Apostics 
was: ‘*Give us boldness and power to set the 
word fyerth. And that was needed now just as 
much As then—beldness to confess Christ. 

But no one must be discouraged because all the 
seed so wn didn't bear fruit. Mr. Goodwin didn't 
beiieve, because every man whom he micht pray 
with wasn't converted, that his faith failed. Ac- 
cording to that, the work of Paul, the other 
Aposties, and thousands of faithful min sters of 
the Gospel might also be gaid to haw failed. Such 
was not the truth. There were more people who 
didn't believe than there were those who did. it 
bad always been so, and would continue to be so, 
but the cheerful and practical lesson to be derived 
from the sced-sowing wuich had been gofng on in 
Chicago lately was to rejoice that there had been 
even some good groung.

Rather too much was being made of this hope of a 
reward in talking with the nnconverted, - to many 
of whom it wae held out as the chief inducement to 
become a Christian. The moving motive should 
be love for God, andthe rewards would take care 
of themselves. He didn’t believe, either, that 
everybody would pass his time in Heaven in the 
singing of hymas, bat thueatht that the pleasures 
of the heavenly home would be a little more 
varied.

PROF. SWING’S SERMON ON MIRA- 
CLES. 
Zo the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, Feo. 19.—In to-day’s Tamer I read 
Prof. Swing's exceedingly practical sermon on 
Modern Miracles. It is very able, very practi- 
cal, and didactic, not a glimmer of moonshine, not 
a line of sentimental gush, but a straightforward 
and comuf$n sense vindication of the law-loying 
‘* ways of God to man. and an unequivocal repu- 
diat on of so-called modern miracies—a clean 
sweep for 1,200 years. Bravo for the inimitable 
poet-preacher! But neverthelesss Igthink it will 
admit of criticis It is said that Death loves a 
shining mark, aad 1 suppose that the crities and 
fault- Anders also love a shining mark. Prof. 
Swing says The miracles in Hoy Wiit must be 

aced in a class by themselves, for as Christ 

Imself was an anomaly, His surroun inge 
must go along with Him and must be 
allowed a space by themselves. Also that 

Nature hates a miracle more than it abhors a 
vacuum. Also that. God's mercy comes in tae 
drapery of His laws”; that generzl laws are so 
valuable and so just that one should never expect 
any departure from them on the part of the 
Creator / that ' it is one of the highest principles 
of common jastice tuat there should be no special 
legi lation. If such a principle holds 
among men, how deep must de its worth and beau- 
ty in the higher Kingdomof God.” 

If Nature hates a miracle more more than it 
abhors 4 vacuum, now, was not a m.racie equally 
aohorrengto Nature 1500 years ago: If not, at 
what precise time did Nature cease to love and 
begin to abnor a miracle? The Professor makes a 
clean sweep back to the twelfth century, and scorns 
the pretensions of the multitude of miracles of that 
age. So we have, accoraing to his sermon, 600 
years for Nature to lose her appetite for miacles 
in. The great reachers say that Tue 
miracies of Holy. Writ must be placed by 
themselves, thus conceding either that he is in 
doubt about their claims, or that they are what 
they claim to oe. Dr. Ryder in his sermon on the 
same day and hour, on the same subject, says the 
Holy Writ” covers 1,000 years—that is, that it 
look the authors of the B'ble that length of time 
to produce it. If this is true, Nature had a tre- 
mendous appetite for miracles for 1,600 years at 
least, and it seemed to increase, and became in- 
satiabdle in the days of Christ, He being the great- 
est of all miracies Himself, so great that it takes 
Prof. Swing’s capitala, even at this late day, to 
spel) His pronouns. 

Uader these circumstances it would seem to be 
incumbent upon the learned Professor to show us 
at what time in the six centuries after Christ Na- 
tare ceased to love and began to abhor miracles. 
Unless he can do this there is danger that the critic 
will deem his argument defective with the mira- 
actes of Holy Writ classed by themselves. The 
Rev. Arthur Mitchell aoubtiess belie es in the mira- 
cles of Holy Writ, that Nature does not abnora 
miracie, and he cannot see why if Nature coulu af- 
ford miracies at one time she cannvt at all ume. 
He reads in that Holy Writ” that God is with- 
out variableness or w of turning; and no 
doubt he thinks it incredible that He should work 
miracles for 1,600 years, and perhaps for 700 years 
after that, and then begm to abhor them. Which 
is the more consistent, the Rev. Arthur or the 
Kev. Professor? If miracles were good things for 
unbehevers in the days of Christ, way should they 
not be. good things always for unbelievers? If 
Nature loved miracles then why should she abhor 
them now” 

Evidentiy the good Professor is a little inconsist- 
ent in this matter. and quite as prudent as he 1s in- 
con-istent. The critics will no doubt insist that 
his sermon would de mech improved if the para- 

ph first above quoted couid be leit out, and that 

mandience is sufficiently intelligent not only to 
detect the i ection, but to have been above 
the danger of being offended if the good preacher 
had eno exception to the doctrine that Na- 
ture abhors a miracle.

OLEOMARGARINE. 


Which Is the Technical Name for 
Artificial Butter, 


The Produce Dealers and Dairymen Up 
in Arms Againz It. 


A French Chemist the Inventor of the 
Machine-Made Lubricater. 


produce dealers all over the Northwest, es- 
pecially those in Chicago, which is the largest 
market in this part of the country, are about to 
commence a war on oleomargarine, with a view. if 
possible, of protecting themselves and preventing 
further imposition upon the public. The manu- 
facture and sale of this ‘* grease” as a substitute 
for butter, without telling the purchaser what it 
is, has made terrible inroads into the legitimate 
trade in the East, and lessened the demand for 
Western for exportation to such an extent 
that the price has fallen 4 or 5 cents a pound wiih- 
in the last three weeks. A dispatch received from 
New York Friday read: ‘*Export demand very 
light. Shippers not buying Western.” That meant 
they preferred eleomargarine, since it is cheaper, 
and consumers in Europe can be easily deceived, 
being unable to tell it from the genuine article. 
Last month, according to the circulars, 1. 000 000 
pounds of this stuf! was sent abroad, mainly to 
Liverpool, for use in England and Scotland. 

What the@icalers in the West complain of is the 
selling of oleomarggrine for butter—representing 
it to be what it is not, and, by offering it for several 
cents below the price of Western, induce ship- 


pers to buy it, thus making them partners in the 


fraud. As at present prepared, it will deceive 
ninety-nine in a hundred consumers. A little 
genuine butter and usually milk is charned in with 
the oils, and annotte, to give it & rich color, and salt 
are added; and it is branded ‘* choice dairy” or 
Rockford. or some other well-known name. 
Any one who has handied much butter cap tell 
oleomargarine in a moment, but the purchaser for 
use pays without question nearly price ofa 
good article for an injurious, bogus compound, and 
never knows the difference. The test of dealers 
are looks and taste. The ‘* grease” hasn't tae 
grain of dutter; it is 

GREASY IN APPEARANCE; 
and on the tryer, instead of globules of cream, like 
beads, there are seen globulesof oil. The firat 
taste is pleasant, somewhat like cream butter, but 
when a piece has been swallowed the ‘‘ twang” is 
disagreeable and reminds one of ta. low. 

The only manufacturer in Chicago who went into 
the business or py sent his product to 
Europe, and it hada good sale waile the cunstita- 
ents remained unknown, but his orders fell off con- 
siderably, and he has abandoned the manufacture 
of butter on the wooden nutmeg” basis. He is 
now devoting particular attention to *‘ ojive oil,” 
extracted from suet, and sells barrels of it to hon- 
est gentlemen who pack minnows in tin boxes an! 
label them sabine 

There is very litt e oleomargarine for sale in 
this market. Very few dealers will handle it, be- 
cause exposure, whichis liable to come at an 
time, will lose customers. Not long ago a Soit 
Water street merchant (“) pata lot ona retailer, 
and when the man found out the deception he 
made the dealer return his money by tareateninz 
N r him. 

he pr.ncipal factories are in Cincinnati and 
New York, and an enormous quantity is sold all 
over the Kast Many of the hotels, good, bad, 
and indifferent. use it on their tables. know ngly, 
because it is cheaper than butter: and thousands 
of families ‘batter’ their bread with it and 
never suspect its true character, 

There ts a difference of opinion bout ite adapta- 
bility to cooking. Some = it is not healthy, be- 
cause the euct is stale, and others that no harm 
will result from its use. 

A new industry bas lately sprung up in connec- 
tion with the business—the comb ning the oils 
with milk and making cream cheese. Thou- 
sands of boxes were put on tne market before this 
cheat was discovered, and a Cincinnati manufac- 
turer was so much ashamed of himself that he 
buried 2. 000 of the bo rus cheeses. Otners in this 
city practiced the same deception, expecting to 
realize much money by the speculative, but detec- 
tion reamitedin considerable loss, and the biters 
were bitten. 

At a recent meeting of the Produce Exchange, the 
matter of securing 

LEGISLATIVE PROTECTION 
came up, and while many were in favor of 
ing for relief, others were op to it. The 
latter gentlemen argued that ‘‘the thing will 
regulate itself,“ believing that it was legitimate 
to sell anything in any way. Their main object, 
however, was thatt me and money would be re- 
quired to have a law passed, and they asked. Who 
is gong to devote time and contribute the funds? 
Oleonargarine, they contended, was an imitation 
of butter; it was not unwholesome, gnd, as it can be 
sold for less than butter, the pablic are bene ited. 
‘Lhoge who spoke on the aflirmative side urged that 
selling an article by misrepresentation was a fraud 
on the community and an injury to legitimate 
trade. They admitted that it was perfectly proper 
to sell oleumargarine as oleomargarine; no one 
could object to tnat but it ongut to be branded so 
that cons@mers would know what they were buy- 
ing. Nw action was taken. 

The Prodace Exchange of New York have ruled 
out the grease unless it is sold as such. 

Within the past week, the Secretary of the Na- 
tional Egg and Butter Association has sent printed 
petitions to dealers in various parts of the country 
requesting them to get signatures. The document 
alludes to the growing traffic in oleomaryarine, 
says the staff is injurious, and aske the Legislature 
to pass a law requiringit to be branded with ite 
proper name. Thus far only a few nave signed the 

etitions, as those aaving charge of them have not 
ad time to circulate them. e As-ociation will

THE “TRAMP” IN EUROPE, 
I the Editor af The Tribune. 

CIA. Feb. 19.~—The tramp nuisance has 
been hitherto thought an imstitution peculiarly 
American—the natural fruit of our boasted tree 
of Liberty. It is a slight consolation (at least a 
rebuke to the enemies of free institutions) that 
this foul blot, this spreading cancer on civiliza- 
tion, is limited to no hemisphere, and defies, as 
it plagues, alike monarchies and republics. 

The Nuremberg /’ress of Bavaria, so late as 
Jan. 24, 1877, contains a notable leader, bewail- 
ing the prevalence of Vagabondage all over 
the rural districts of Germany. Of course the 
vigurous police of the populous vities keep these 
roving idlers, mendicants, and thieves in whole- 
some check. But in the more sparsely settled 
rural regions, they roam at will, defying the 
authorities; and Fru sometimes in im- 
posing companies of four to six, make resist- 
ance less. 

The Nuremberg editor describes this as a 


penalties avails 
nothing. For the skilled tramp knows how to 
evade both. Then the tender bearts of the in- 
nocent country wives can ill discriminate be- 
tween the loaf and worthyg petitioner, 
and when a formidable approach is made by a 
corps of these skilled desperadoes, even the 
brave man of the house has no alternative but 
to submit to their levy of “ bread, ham, sausage, 
eggs, clothing, or money.“ He knows well that, 
as @ cousequence of his refusal, a match would 
the next nigat set his house, barn, and home in 
flames. The story seems but a repetition of the 
“tramp ’’ wail here. 

Unfortunately the Nuremberg editor helps us 
little either to the causes or effective remedies 
| of this crying abuse of our and civilization. 
Its chief causes he attributes to strikes and 
“democratic socialism.” But he per more 
justly hints to the tendency of our es to 
‘“* tolerate unskilled labor in all flelds.“ In this 
last is much more than would seem. In wider 
times, a complete apprenticeship and service 
were required for every trade an i profession. 
Now, the modern deman 1 for labor makes ligt 
of early training and skill, and an army of in- 
competent workmen is let loose on society in 
periods of financial depression and “hard 
times. For such an evil, we Americans have 
hitherto found no practicable remedy; and it 
promises litle better for the future of Ger- 


many. 
Tews theorv and denunciation touch not the 
vital question of our moderna v Its 
solution is deeper, and demands the earnest at- 
tention of our social science associations. No 
blem pressés more urgently. Hardly pro able 
sit that this uleer oo modern society can be 
merely a ing, fugitive phenomenon. It 
points to a deeper malady, of which it is but a 
symptom—to the ignorance, intemperance, neg- 
lected home training and control in childhood, 
youth, and early years, so prevalent here, as in 
all lands.

SUSPENSION OF DAVID KREIGN & CO., 
WELL-KNOWN PACKERS. 

Like a clap of thunder from a clear sky came the 
announcement on Change yesterday morning that 
the old-cstablished packing and commission house 
of David Kreigh & Co. had been compelled to sus- 
pend. For years the house had been looked upon 
as one of the strongest and most conservative iu 
the business. At first the report was not credited, 
butas the minutes wore away fresh evidences of 
their inability to put up became manifest, and 
long before the adjournment of ‘Change the stern 
fact was so thoroughly established as to admit of 
no doubt. During the afternoon a Taser re- 
porter called at the office of the firm to 
ascertain the position of affairs. He was 
informed by the junior partner that the bookkeeper 
was engaged in fvotingupa balance sheet, and 
trying togtrrighten things out so the extent of the 
liabilities could become known. Less than two 
years ago the firm was rated as being worth fully a 
guarter of a million. During the past year their 
operations in grain and provisions have been very 
unfortunate. Last spring they got caught on the 
wrong side of the corn excitement, and lost heavily. 
During the summer and iuil they were short on 
wheat at low figures, and every attempt they made 
to bedge only sunk them deeper in the quicksands 
of speculation. At the beginning of the packing 
season they made arrangements with Chicago anu 
New York capitalists to carry them through; 
but their deals seemed to be curved with mis- 
fortune. Every time they figured fora decline 
the markets went up, and vice versa. The drop in

In the first dis- 
trict all the blocks lying south of Chicago avenue and 
east of the North Branch are to be gone over every 
day, as are also all the blocks in the second dis- 
trict lying north of Harrison street and east of the 
South Branch; in the third district all south of 
West Madison street, east of Halsted street and 
north of Harrison street; im the fourth district all 
east of Halsted street, north of Madison and south 
of Chicago avenue. The restof the city to be gone 
over tri-weekly. The facilities for the taking 
away of the garbage collected would be good. For 
the North Side collections could be taken up 
the river as far as ssible, and the 
South Side etuff could meet, a similar fate by 
means of the South Branch. The two districts of 
the West Division would have Madison and Wash- 
ington streets as thoroughfares to the country, 
where it is intended that the garbage shall be taken 
and disposed of to the farmers asa fertilizer or

Buriineton, Ia., Feb. W.—To-day a large 
party of excursionists went up to Winfield over 
the Burlington & Northwesfern—the narrow- 
gauge built last fall. The party was composed 
of gentlemen from Monmouth, Berwick, Green- 
bush, Avon, and Canton, all in Illi- 
nois, and many from this city. An en- 
ergetic effort’ is now being made to 
push the Burlington, Monmouth & Illinois Rivy- 
er narrow-gauge road through to a speedy com- 
pletion, and strong hopes are entertained of 
succeeding.
